Majority. of Miners said to Favour Continuation. 
, : : 
( fdeater’s Survive. ) . 
London, April 18 
The coil crisis is practically at a stundstill at present, owing to 
the absence af the miners’ delegates from London, The Govern- 
ment's offer.to establith a national wages hoard and give limited 
ten:porary financial assistance still holds good. The miners of 
Durham and Northomberland are-said to favour a further conference 
with the ccalowners in order to ascertain the precise meaning of the 
statement of Lord Gainford last week that the owners are willing 
teinporarily: to forego profits, The majority of the mining areas, 
howover, appear determined .to continue the strugule, Feeling is 
particularty strong in Wales, where the local Miners’ Federation is 
demanding the withdrawal of all ‘labour from the mines and the 
resignation of Mr. Hodges, Wintry weather is accentnating the 
hardships of strike. a Gontinnabee of whieh for fortnight. it is 
stated, would méan the bringing to a standstill all the bige industries 
of the North-East coast, Fiver now very few pines furnaces ara 
working. Steelworks are closed dow n, and rive choked with

Remarkable Response to Appeal for Defence Force. 


; London, April 1S 

In the Tfonse ot woving Supplementary Aray 
fuetimates necessitated by the Defence Force and other emerzency 
arrangements, Sir bh. Worthington Evans stated Ghat the response to 
the appeal for reeruits for the Defenee Force had been most, remark- 
able, as 75.000 trained men had enlisted. Recruiting was thon 
suspended, ‘Ne Oe nt men had been registered. Soma 
of the futer Ure emufoved at the request of the civil 

J duthorities, aud some were Leld ain readiness in various districts. 
The force would b4 demobil shed as soon aus preeatitions were no 
longer necessary, 

Mr. Vernon Hartshorn, one of the miners’ leaders, declared (hat 
if the Governmont accepted the miners’ scheme fora national wages 
bourd it would be going long a 7 towards arriving at a settlament. 
He invited Mr. Lloyd George to summon toth sides tu meet to did- 
euss publicly all points, 

The Promier, replying, warmly defended the defence stopstaken, 
owing to the presence of a «mall element of revolutionaries, who 
might, without precautionary measures, have gained asc endaney 
over the butk of the moderates. 

Mr. Lloyd George suid that the Government ‘might liave over- 
insured against trouble, but it would have been inexcusable to 
under-insure. He deprecated another temporary patched-up peace, 
although he would not rule out any Suggestions. Nevertheless, he 
trusted that a settlement, when feund, would have the elements of 
permonency. What was really wanted was a scheme offering an 
inducement to all parties engaged jn mining to do their best to 
decrease expenses and increase output. 


Government Reply to Appeal for Disbandment. 


: London, April 18. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Clynes appealed for the dis- 
bandment of the Defence Force and complained that the measures 
taken wore unprecedented, unnecessary and provocative. Sir 
Robert Horne replied that the emorcency too was unprecedented. 
The Govornment hod done nothing but take steps to provide the 
nation with the ossontial food supplies. in face of the threat to 
starve the people. The Defence Force would be withdrawn im- 
aiediately it was no longer necessary,’ The cost of the emergency 
arrangements war a million aterling weekly. The oxpense was not 
relatively great as assurance against trouble. compared, with what 
the nation was losing as a result of the coal strike.

Extraordinary scenes were witnessed at to-day's closing stages of 
the Archdeacon Wakeford case. A crowd, chiefly composed of woll- 
dressed women. besieged the entrance to the court-room and wildly 
struggled for admission. ‘ 

The evidence at the past few Nearings has-been most contlictine 
aod bewildering. Sir Edward Carson to-day, tin an eloquent. final 
address, dissected ti e prosecution's avidence with a view to showing 
that many of the wilnesses" statements were mendacious end other- 
wise entirely untrustworthy. He submitted that the hotel books 
were dishonest, and declared that the alleged woman with 
Archdeacon Wakeford was a myth. After Mr. Douglas Hogg had 
tented, the Court deterred judgment until the 26th inst. 


EMIGRATION WITHIN THE EMPIRE. 


Probable Discussion at Imperial Conference. 


London, -April 18. 

Replying to questions, Col. Aniory stated that it was proposed, 
at the meeting of Empire Prime Ministers in June, to discuss the 
question of the adoption of a comprehensive policy of Ismpire land 
settlement and Empire directed emigration.on-a basis of co-operation 
between the Imperial and Dominion Governments. Any such policy 
would doubtless include provision for assisted passage: for approved 
classes of settlors. Col. Amery emphasised the fact that the Colonial 
Office took special care that nobody was encouraged to go to any 
'. dominion where there was unemployment in his trade.

Premier's Reply.

London, April 18, 

In the House of Commons, replying in regard to the preposed 
British participation in measures for enforcement. of the sanctiona 
in tho event of Germany not meeting requirements on May 1, Mr.

JAPAN'S THREE ENEMIES. 


Japan Not One. 


Vancouver, April 18." 

Wang Chung hai, Chief Jastice of the Supreme Court of China, 
has arrived here en route to Geneva to attend the revision of the 
League Covenant. He intends to spend a month in America and 
Canada, including Ottawa and Washington, to learn the official 
attitude on international issues. 

Wang declared that China had three enemies, of which Japan 
was not one -firsdy, Article 21 of the Covenant, which lays down 
the. untenable doctrine of so-called regional understandings, 
which is a direet challenge to.C hina’s integrity and destructive to 
the League itself; secondly. the. Anglo-Japanese Alliauce, vhich 
Wang hopes to show the Canadians that it will, if renewed 
in any form, lead to a war in which China is bound to 
participate on ‘the side of the United States; thirdly, the 
Lansing-Ishii Notes, upholding the untenable doctrine that 
weographical propinquity confers rights, : : 

Wang emphasised China's determination 
issues, declaring that © China's anxiety. regarding the 
Pacific question has been deepsned by the recent discovery 
that- Japan is manufacturing large quantities of marine mines and 
has also marked the Chinese coast into blockade zones in order to 
control raw materials in the event of war.

THE YAP CONTROVERSY.

Tne America-Japanese correspondence regarding the island of 
Yap has been published. ; 

Mr. Hughes’ Note of April. 4 in which he .argued that the 
United States had lost none of its rights as one of the victors over 
Germany, and which has already been published, was a reply to the 
Japanese Note of Februaty 26 in which Japan agreed that it was 
not sufficient merely to establish the fact that President Wilson 
nade reservations regarding Yap- it must further be shown that 
the Suprema Council decided in favour of those views. The Note 
added that if the Council. really decided against Japan at ‘the 
meeting on May 7th, at which Japan was not represented; that was 
an act of absolutely bad faith. 

Mr. Hughes’ Note is identical with the Note sent to pther 
Powers, which has already been published, except the opening 
sentences, in which he'refuses to admit the necessity of the 
endorsement of President Wilso-'s reservations by the Supreme 
Council and declares that if Jupan’s contention means that the 
United States would be bound by the decision of the Coundil 
without its consent, such contention is inadmissable. Moreover, 
the United States never assented to the mandate embracing Yap.

“ According to certain Professors 
it seemsto consist in respecting 
and perpetuating the lineage of 
one’s anceators and respecting 
and following the will of one's 
forbears, 
ancestors? I myself cannot trace 
my ancestors back more than 
seven generations. Some people 


But who are one's]. 


may indeed be able to trace their]. 


ancestry further, but who can 
ascertain tho will or inten- 
tions, of their ancestors a 
few generations back? Besides, 
mere descent. is not suffici- 
ent to give us a sense of 
ancestor-worship. People who are 
lucky enough. to have.some dis- 
tinguished personage among their 
forbears may -be able to worship 
such person in particular, but it 
is unreasonable to teach the 
people to worship all the ances- 
tors, who in some cases may have 
been pariahs, adulterers, lepers, 
and soon. In short, it is really 
impossible to worship one's 
ancestry in the abstract, without 
knowing what our ancestors were 
like. Ahcestor- worship is practic- 
able if at all, only with reference 
to anccstors within two or three 
generations, whose doings are 
m r).or lass Known to oneself. 

“But such ancestor- worship 
s not peculiar to this country. 
Visits to ancestral yraves are 
actively practised in foreign 
countries also, the United States 
k-eping a national holy day for 
the purpose, The deification of 
great men of bygone ages also 
has its. counterpart in other 
countries. Washington and Lin- 
coln are worshipped in America, 
as is Oliyer Cromwell, ete. in 
E gland. : 

“Stress is sometimes laid -on 
the tulelary god (ajigami) of each 
Lown or village and. the great 
shrines at Ise, as evidencing the 
worship of the common ancestry 
of the town or village in the 
one case and of the whole 
nation in ‘the otter. But 
this is. belied by the facts. 
For instance, my tut@lary.god is 
Toshogu (the deified name of 
Tokugawa Iyeyasu), but I am not 
a descendant of Tokugawa Iye- 
yasu. As for the Ise Shrines, 
they are dedicat d to the’ Im- 
peria] Ancestress und worshipped 
by the Imperial family, Accord- 
ing to the Chinese‘ideas, it is not 
proper for subjects to, worship the 
ancestors of the kovereign, So 
when it,was proposed to erect a 
shrine to the Sun Goddess in the 
grounds of tha.

As 
things go, however, while 
ancestor-worship may perchance 
unite individual families such as 
Mitsui, Mitsbishi, Sumitoms enter 
se, it is extremely unlikely that 
those families will be united bvith 
each other under the banner of 
ancestor-worship. Dr. Hozumi 
says. that ideas of loyalty and 
filicl] piety are derived from 
ancestor-worship, As a master 
of fact the senae of loyalty atizes 
out of gratitude for the favours 
of ono’s lord, while filial piety is 
a natural affection produced in 
the course of growth from child-

THE FAMILY SYSTEM 
A REVERSION, 

On the question of the “ family 
system,” which is represented by 
some people to be peculiar to the 
Japanese nation, and which Mr. 
Kikuchi defines asa system under 
which each house has a head to 
whose control all other members 
of the house are subject, Mr. 


“Kikuchi remarks :— 

“Tn ancient Japan, indeed, two 
or more married couples lived 
together in a house with a large 
number of their children and 
grandchildren under the control 
of a  paterfamilias. Even 
to-day the practice is said still to 
survive in some out-of-the-way 
mountainous districts. But it 
was essentially a condition of 
things which obtained in un- 
civilised ages. At present, people 
prefer independence to subject- 
ion, and there are few such large 
families in existence. When 
there are -five children in a 
family the eldest succeeds to the 
headship of the house and re- 
mains.in the old place, while all 
the others establish’ branch 
houses and: make themselves 
independent of the control 
of the so-called head of the 
house. Dr. Inouye enumerates 
five points of difference be- 
tween the Japanese family 
and the Occidental. -home, -but 
these are really different in only 
two respects, namely, (1) -that 
while there are heads of houses! 
in Japan, there ate- none inthe 
Occident, :and.. (2). that :though: 
what is callsd-the succession ‘to 
a house is legally recognised in 
Japan, such is not the case in the 
West. Nor are the rights: 
attached to. the head of

+‘ ecording to Dr. Yoshida Kumaji, 
by the morality underlying 
the family system the moral 
desire is fostered of promoting 
the welfare of the nation at large.

As a matter of 
‘practice, however, the efforts to 
enrich individual families are 
prejudicial to the development of;

However much we 
may want things, we cannot have 
., them unless we have something 
4o offer in exchange, and some- 
thing, moreover, which, will be 
accepted by the owner of 
the things we want. . Moreover, 
there must be means of bringing 
together the things wanted and 
the people wanting them, and out 
of that simple proposition the 
whole complicated business of 
international trade, with its 
transport arrangements its im- 
mensely delicate and complex 
systems of credit and finance, 
has grown up. : 

Woe in this island, with our 
dense population, have prospered 
largely because we have been 
able to provide transport- and 
credit for tho rest of the world, 
and because we produced .com- 

_modities as well as services 
which the rest of the world not 
only wanted, but were able to 
pay for in other goods. 

What is the position to-day? 
The whole world, not only our- 
selves, not even only Europe is 
suffering from the effects of the 
war, so that the work we have 
been accustomed to do for the 
rost of the world is no longer in 
demand. That is ‘one of -the 
many troubles. 

WHERE’ ARE OUR, CUSTOMERS? 


Some of our hest customers aro 
the very countries which have 
suffered most. Germany-is an 
obvious example. We used to 
sell immense quantities to her, 
and she would be glad to buy 
from us again if sho could find 
the means of payment. But 
everyone knows how difficult 
that is. For one thing, samcone 
here cries out at any import of 
German goods, forgetting or not 
knowing that Germans must sell 
in order to buy, and secondly 
Germany mnst for many years 
devote her surplus production 
not to buying from us, but to 
paying her indemnity. 

_ Russia used to send us wheat or 
eggs in exchange for our boote or 
steel; but owing to the condition 
of economic chaos in which she 
finds hersolf and’ the breakdown 
of her transport, sho has nothing 
to send, and consequently is not 
ina position to buy. The only 
thing she can offer is gold, and 
_there are difficulties even about 
that. |. 

-These are only two instances, 
but in greater or less degree the 
same is true of most.

LET'S ECONOMISE. 


There can he very few subjects of more interest to local 


~ residents than that of the Government's financial, position, 


because its healthiness or otherwise hits them very directly 
in the matter.of taxation, as we have all experienced in the 
weeks just past. We make no apology, therefore, for 
referring (o the matter again. And we do so because we 
think the time has come fora very thorough re-examination 
by our Government: of all its sources of revenue. and 
channels of. expenditure. Recent years have proved one 
unmistakable fact; that the old sources of revenue are 
failing and that new and growing factors of expenditure 
are arising. ‘The Colony is developing and will cost: more 
and more to run, yet at the same time there is an alarming 
shrinkage in the receipts from what for many years has 
been the Government's main source of revenue. 

The financial history of the Colony during the past 
few years has been one of make-shift, It is time we were 
ona -hetter foundation, ‘The money derived from the 
Opium Monopoly has been getting smaller and smalleeand, 
with the continuance of the Government's policy. will 
continue to descrease. We are told that this year's revenue 
from that source will he abuut four million dollars under 
the estimate. Opposed to this we have the fact that 
expenditure on Public Works Extraordinary grows larger 
and larger, In (919 it was about two-and-a-quarter inillion ; 
in 1920 it was nearly three millions whilst this year it was 
estimated 'to amount to nearly five dnillions. That ‘is a 
growth far too rapid for our revenue to stand. Lt. is note- 
worthy to remark that in 1919 the revenue of the Government 
was more than $16,500,000 whilst this year it was estimated 
to be less than $15,500,000. Actually, it will be much less. 
True, the Colony has a fair balance in hand saved from 
former years out of which it can meet these deficits, but that 
amount will soon vanish if some genuine attempt is not 
made to balance the yearly receipts and spendings. The 
recent increase in taxation will not give us nearly enough 
money to square things off. and if the Government desires 
to avoid the imposition of even more taxation it will 
seriously have to trim its spendings. We are averse to the 
delaying of local development because we: realise that it is 
only by that road the Colony can hope to march with the 
times. Instead of cutting down its expenditure by aban- 
doning needed schemes of improvment; couldn’t the 
Government. find room for a little economy in its own 
pdministration ¢ ; ? 
It has been suggested to us that if a Commission of 
Enquiry were appointed to examine the - Departmental 
spendings a substantial sum might be saved: We do not 
suggest for a moment that the personal remuneration of 

_ the bulk of our civil servants needs trimming—a good 
many of them are still none too well paid—but we do sug- 
est that in very many ways economies might be effected. 
Without fairly frequent revision, expenditure in certain 
directions is liable to become a matter of ‘course rather 
than a matter of necessity, and a comprehensive checking 
would doubtless reveal much that has become. unnecessarily 
routine. Certain itis that the Government will have to 
tackle its finencia) problem on strong lines, and one of best 
bepiuuing? would be to discover just how, much could be 
saved. The discovery of that should certainly be made 
before residents are asked to pay any more

Dr. Sun and the Workers. 


One aspect of Mr. Sun Yat-sen’s 
recent activities that we have 
noticed is his apparent anxiety to 
keep well in with the labouring 
classes. It was noteworthy that 
when ho returned to the South, 
the great majority of those who 
woloomed him both in’ Hongkong 
and Canton were Tepresontatives 
of Labour Guilds, and ever since 
that time ho has taken special 
pains to placate the workers. 
Quile recently, he received a 
deputation of some seventy Guild 
leaders, promising them that he 
would: protect the interests of 
labour to the fullest possible 
extent, whilst on Sunday he spoke 
for over two hours to moro than 
three thousand workers. Dr.Sun 
is said to have explained to these 
Jubourers the .policy which the 
Government hopes to put into 
force, following which the wor- 
kers are stated to have pledged 
their support to the Government 
and their loyalty to “ President- 
Blect’’ Sun Yat-sen. It would 
have boon interosting to have 
jJearned what Dr. Sun told these 
workmen. We can only surmise 
the nature of his promises. All 
the same, this deep anxiety of his 
to ‘get the following of the

Reparations. 


Mossagos speak of the develop- 
monte that will occur on May 1, 
if Germany has not ‘met ”— 
signifiying accepted—hor obliga- 
tions by that date. Wo are not 
sure that any new situation aris- 
és, The Peace: Treaty provides 
that the amount of the reparations 
shall be notified to Germany “ not 
later than May 1, 1921.” The 
date named is simply the limit of 
the period for notification. Not 
only. has Germany been 
rotified, but sanctions have been 
put into | force, It. is, 
however, open to the Allies, 
under ‘the terms of the Treaty, to 
impose further penalties, and an 
inter-Allied conference at Paris 
ia spoken of for the carly part 
ofnext month. Franco is report- 
ed to. have - provisionally 


|formulated additional measures. 


Moanwhile Reuter tells us that 
the Berlin Government “is 
anxiously endeavouring to fore- 
stall further sanctions,” and the 


German Press speaks of fresh 
proposals to be submitted in a 
few days through the  intor- 
mediary of -a neutral. -Mr. 
Lloyd George. made it known 
soon after the enforcement 
of the sanctions that ~ tho 
Allies would be willing at any 
time to give ear to a reasonable 
proposal from Germany. It is 
hinted. that the new suggestions 
from Berlin will include the pro- 
ject of assuming responsibility 
for tho Allied debts to the 
United States. What Washing- 
ton thinks of this plan has 
not definitely transpired, but 
Secretary Hughes’ recent note 
in response to a communication 
from the Berlin Cabinet makes 
it aufficiently clear -that America 
is on tho side of the Allies in the 
‘matter of just reparations. . A 
point kas been made to the effect 
that the German proposal at the 
London Conference is far nearer 
to the Allied claim than appears 
onthe surface, as, according to 
these commentators, it is in the 
nature of cash offer, while the far 
greater sum fixed by the Allies 
takes in interest over a long 
period.” But if the Germen. offer 
representsa capitalised sum, what 
means the proposal to pay over a 
period of thirty years? A cable 
just. to hand intimates that the 
Home Government is keeping 
stock ot the position. 


Naval Disarmament. 


Another United States legis- 
lator, Mr. Rogers, a member of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives, has 
introduced a resolution inviting 
Britain, france, Italy, and Japan 
to attend aconference at Wash- 
ington with a view to the 
restriction of naval armaments. 
A number of these resolutions 
have been tabled in Congress dur- 
ing late. months, and Senator 
Borah, seemingly undeterred by a 
recent adverse vote, has ‘put down 
a fresh motion. Reports have also 
been passing’ to and fro in the 
sense that President Harding 
favours a conference. While the 
Wilson Administration was still 
in existence it was announced 
that the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee had approved a proposal 
thatthe President convene such 
a conference. Matters are 
conplicated by the new 
President's stand against the 
League of Nations. Still, one 
feels that if representatives of the 
Powers named would get to work 
ata round table, it ought to be 
quite feasible to evolve a work- 
able plan. Mr. Rogers, like some

AN ISLANDER’S DIARY.

‘The new .atamp duties which 
it is proposed to bring into force 
soon has caused consternation 
amongst share speculators, for it 
will hit them very badly, and the 
brokers also. During the past few 
days, since the meeting of the 
Legislative Council, the members 
of the Stock Exchange, the Chin- 
ese Chamber of Commerce and 
the Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce have had meetings 
to’ consider what steps 
should be taken to 
oppose. the forthcoming  in- 
creases. The Chinese speculators 
are naturally perturbed, and since 
the Government's. declaration 
have ‘withdrawn. from the share 
market, 

: . 

Of course, the new stamp duties 
when they come’ into force will 
discourage rank speculation in 
shares, but-to say that they will 
retard the. development of the 
Colony is the purest nonsense. 
The argument is untenable. 
Certaialy business on the Stock 
Exchange will be affected, but 


‘|no onewill argue that gambling 


on the Stock Exchange h¢lps the 
progress of the Colony. So far, the 
gatnblers have been very lightly 
taxed, and the question ia how 
much they can bear. The in- 
creases at first sight appear heavy, 
and the argument is that as the 


new Ordinance demands that 


share transfer forms should be 
stamped within a month, a person 
who kas his shares “carried” for 
him for three or: four months 
would have to pay a large amount 
for stamps or run the risk of heing 
penalised heavily and also the 
possibility of being imprisoned for 
the offence. The new Ordinance 
will certainly’ weed out un- 
desirables, and thus- niake 
share business more healthy. 
Besides, the new impositions will 
bring the stamp duties for shares 
more into line with London.

It would be interesting to 
know whother Sir Willian Rees- 
Davis is likely to return to Hong- 
kong.

Sir William's leave 
expired many months ago and he 
succeeded in obtaining an extens- 
ion. There is , speculation 
in lezal circles as to who 
will become the Chief Justice 
in the event of Sir’ William 
retiring. There cannot bea better 
choice than the present in- 
cumbent, Mr. Justice Gompertz, 
who has added lustre to his record 
by the manner in which he has 
discharged his work. In the new 
appointment the Colonial Office 
should take into account one 
consideration which is of im- 
portar.ce. The new appointee must 
have a good knowledge of com- 
mercial law and native customs. 
The number of big. commercial 
cases that come before the Chief 
Justice is fairly small, but no one 
oan allege that these cases have 
not had a fair hearing and 
an impartial decision. Not all 
Chief Justices sent to Hongkong 
have baen unqualified successes, 
but no doubt the choice made in 
each. case was considered the 
best available and the commercial 
community hes to take the 
rough with the smooth. ae 


If the decision were left to us, I 
am sure we should all plump for 
Mr. Justice Gompertz. If prece- 
dents are a guide, our 
new Chief Justice may. 
recruited from other British 
possessions, and Mr.. Gompertz 
may be made Chief Justice of 
another place. Mr. Gompertz 
is held.in the greatest esteem by 
the legal fraternity, and his 
transfer would-be regretted. He 
has always. brought to bear on 
the cases that he has tried a 
very clear and impartial! mind 
and sound erudition.

Some ‘Amazing Mistakes. 


Four men in every hundred, 
and one woman in every two 
hundred, are colour-blind. Pre- 
fessor Henri -M. Leon told the 
Colour Circle of the International 


from the freeing or ‘letting go of 
the activities of the lower or un- 
conscious level of the mind, 
which, being of a primitivo.and 
illogical type, results in thoughts 
and conduct of a similar charac- 
ster, 


In all drunk persons we find 
one invariable symptom—a 
derangement of the higher or 
conscious lovel with loss of con- 
trol, directly due to the alcohol. 


The particular form of anarchy 
exhibited by the lower or 
unconscious level is peculiar to 
the individual himself, and is 
not directly due to the effects of 
alcohol. It therefore varies very 
greatly in different persons, for 
while’one may be hilarious and 
playful or friondly, another 
irritable and combative, a third 
may be depressed or emotional 
(weeping fu’.) 

Tt is cnly when the alcohol has 
affected the unconscious mind 
and put it also out of action that 
complete uniformity of symptoms 
isreached. The person is then 
dead drunk, 
~ In dreams, the conscious level 
—being exhausted by the day’s 
work—is put out of action by 
going to sleep, and the lower 
unconscious level runs riot in 
primitive and ilogical dreams 
and nightmares, which woald not 
be tolerated by the conscious 
| mind, " : 

In insanity, the higher or 
conscious level is usually put 
out of action to a greater or lesser 
degree by obscure poisons, by 
exhaustion, or -by both, and the 
patient suffers from dreams. by 
day or, at least, from delusions 
and “such stuff os dreams aro 
made of,”

ELECTRIC STEEL LASTINGS, | 


Whilst the disinclination o 
British engineers to accept atee 
made by the electric melting 
procese has resulted in a pro. 
nounced slump in electric steel 
since the munitions preset 
relaxed-—-probably nearly’ “two 
third of our electric furnance 
capacity now being idle—it is not 
uninteresting to learn from the 
Tran Age the state of affairs in 
the United States. In 1919 the 
electric furnaces of America 
mado the same proportion of the 
country’s steel output as ‘in 1918) 
11 percent. In steel castings 
thero was a decided gain by the 
electric process. Ten years ago 
electric process: was .responsible 
for only 1.4 percent. of the total 
output.

steel did not fall off in the first’ 
year after the war, but that the 
use of clectric-alloy castings

The report of the Krupp works, 
published recently. shows with 
whut extraordinary rapidity and 
success this firm has transform- 
ed itself from a war toa peace 
footing. The report. deals with 
the year 1919-20 and shows that 
a gross profit of 195 million 
marke, £636,000 at present gates 
of exchange, was made as @or- 
pared with 112 million, appro 
ximately £500,000 at the ratot mp 
1918. The net. profit for 1919 20 


| was 7914 million marks, £318,000 


‘as compared with loxa than 20 
millions (about £100,000). in 1918- 
19. In‘ spito of the large profits, 
the directors, in view of the hard 
times which. they foresee, have 
decided to. carry this profit over 
to a special resirve and to de- 
clare no. dividend. The report 
points out that in consequence of 
the Treaty of Versailles- this is 
the first oceasion for the last two 
generations on which no war 
nmiaterial bas been manufactured 
in. the Krupp works, It states 
further that the transformation 
of the technical factories into 
pre-war pacific purposes and 
their adoption of « new line of 
busin ss has been .. further 
developed. _The number of em- 
ployees at the end of the year 
amounted’ -to 92,269, of whom 
50,000 lived in Essen alone.-
